OUR OBSOLETE WEAPONS 
You don't hear any doleful complaints 
these daya about the auperlorlty ol aeman 
weapons over ours. The fimaahing Impact of 
■what military leaders have called "the rinal 
assault on Germany" has ended debate and 
quieted rears most effectively. 

But probably It la still true that Qerman? 
is bcJns beaten with the help of equipment 
that la definitely outmoded. If we have jet- 
propelled planes or robot bombs In actlon. lt 
has been so recently that security will not let 
the fact be known. Admittedly, the Qetmana 
heat us to them. 

Until recently our tanks have been less 
powerful, less maneuverablo and less heavily 
armored than the Qermons'. And there Is still 
an argument over how well the new Porahlng 
tank win stand up against the Nazi Panthers 
and Tigers. It has also been charged that 
many of our small arms are Inferior to the 
Qerman counterparta. 

Even Hitler could scarcely argue, however, 
that the allies are not doing right well with 
what, by the swiftly changing standards of 
aclentiflc war, are old-fashioned weapons. 
And we seem to bo using old-fashioned tac- 
tics, too. For the western front generals have 
cut up, confused and trapped the Qermans 
with the same sort of swUt, thrusting war- 
fare that the Germans employed ao success- 
fully in 1040. 

The allies may not have any Jet planes in 
action.' But their outmoded bombers, pro- 
tected by outmoded fighters, have plastered 
Qerman industry so regularly and effectively 
that the luf twaf fe doesn't have many of them, 
either. 

We may not have any robot bombs. But 
the British have a now development of the 
old-Ioshtoned.bomb which weights 11 tons, 
and Is Infinitely more accurate and powerful 
than the flying variety. 

This doesn't mean that Jot plapes and fly- 
ing bombs are not necessities of modem war, 
or that wo shouldn't have them. It does seem 
to prove, however, that secret and mysterious 
military devices can't be a' deciding factor 
when an enemy Insists upon throwing obso- 
lescent equipment In such abundance that 
full-scale production of new, war-winning 
weapons can't even get started. 



SWEET SIMPLICITY 

Nothing about the Bretton Woods propos- 
als has bewildered us more than the fact that 
they seem to be clearer to some newspaper 
columnists than they are to several of the 
dcep-dlfih thinkers who helped frame them. 

' A columnist gives one the comforting os- 
fiurance that the whole thing Is really just 
like the town treasury and local bank In any 
American community, only on a big scale. 
But the experts apparently can't even decide 
whether the Bretton Woods blueprint is for 
the gold standard or against It. 

Harry D. White, assistant secretary of the. 
treasury, told the house banking committee 
that the gold standard would "In a sense" be 
restored under the.plan. But the eminent and 
erudite Lord Keynes of England has Inter- 
preted the Bretton Woods specifications as 
meaning that there will be no return to the 
gold standard. 

Ordhiarlly any proposition that seemed 
simple to a newspaperman and confusing to 
an International money expert would be good 
enough for us. But In this cose that handy 
solution seems a trifle shaky. 

Wo suspect somehow that it's more Im- 
portant for Mr. Morgenthau and Lord Keynes 
to agree on what Bretton Woods means than 
It is for Tom Stokes and 8am Grafton to ogree 
that the whole thing's perfectly simple.

VIEWS OF OTHERS 

VIERZ ASKING THE 1TR0K0 QUESTIOK 
When Harold BoeachensteJt^ operations vice-chair- 
man o( the war production txtaid, returned recently 
from a trip to the western front, he was asked, at a 
dinner of businessmen, what was our moat pressing 
war need. Ills answer was: A more realistic attitude 
here at home. Hl» ImpaUcnee wlUi wishful thinking 
and Its serious consequences was so monumental that 
the Saturday Evening Post asked him to prepare a 
brief atatemcnt for publication. It follows: ' 

"Since my return Irom the European war theater, 
many people have asked: 'When U the war In Xuropo 
going to be over?" Only one, of all those with whom I 
have talked, has aakcd: 'What more con we In the 
United Sttitcs do to help bring about an earlier end 
to the war?' 

"01 course, almost anything can happen. The end 
of the war In Europe could come without our havmg 
to drlre through. But optlmletle itatemenU, head- 
Ilnci In the daily press and wishful thlnklnt have 
milled us too often already. We have speculated on 
what the nails could and would do— and It has cost 
us producUon momentum and, therefore, time. Ttio 
supply lines to our forces are thousands of miles long. 
They ttart with us here at home. Tho speed with 
which we supply tha manpower, and produce and 
transport the materiel called for by our troop* over- 
aeu, determines the t«mpo at which they may press 
the fighting on the battle fronts. The lustalned 
atrlking power of our allies la af[:cled also by what 
we do, for they, too, ora dependent upon us for cer- 
tain urgent munlUoru. 

That Uie narla and Japs are losing Is clear. But 
tha only sure way to end this war at the earUeat 
possible tlmc-'Wlth a minimum In killed and wounded 
— Is Uie bard way: irrUnterrupltd, unstinting work: 
getting along with less wherever this may help; and 
no letup untU the Job Ii donel now matiy ol us are 
doing IhlsT" 

The Poet can only add that 11 seems to be high 
time for all of us to rephrase our question. U every 
American would aak hinualf honestly, searthbigly, 
"What can I do?" and then act acewdlngly, the ques- 
tion as to when It will be over would take care of 
Itielt^aturday Evening Post.

trade cuenUal to life on John BuU'i 
mtle Island. 

Hare In America, the Individual 
sUU has some free choices. In spite 
of all the nonsensical talk about 
"dictatorship'* under the new deal. 
In spite of wartime controls even, 
the pattern of individual freedom It 



intact. And I hope to Qod we keep 
It so. 

It will not be preserved If we 
off all controls in a wild spree it 
war's end. That. It seems to m 
almost the surest wsy to throw oiu- 
msgnlficent heritage out of U)« 
window. It Is almost the surei 
to brins on the very evils we have 
been II sh ting. 

By keeping the brakes on 
time and making irosll socrlflcea 
now. we can come through the tran- 
■illon period that lies aheod with 
fair desTCB of stability. It's t mst- 
ter of balance— balancing controls 
against freedom. With limited Co 
trols. wo should be able to stay ' 
an even keel; we should be able 
preserve Individual freedom. 

It Is of first Importance, tor e 
ample, to keep the compeUUvencss 
which la at the root of our si'slem. 
But there Is a kind Ol cccnpeUUon 
that goes on to destroy all competi- 
tors, and the end Is unbridled mono- 
pply which Is in itself a form ol so- 
cialism. To enforce real competition, 
we need tho anti-trust laws and we 
need to have them enforced. 

Too many people In our Immediate 
political past have talked about free 
enterprlso without really meaning 
It. The voice has been the TOlce " 
American enterprise, but the hand 
has been the hand ot monopoly cap- 
ital Ism.

But for the 
stale to assume larger burdens ot 
government Is In direct line with 
rtcenl votes In congress, which 
hsndtd back to the states greater 
rciponstblllty tor managing their 
own unemployment and social le- 
eurlly programs In the reconversion 
period. 

. Some students of government In 
Washington even go so far as to 
sdvocate the creation of a depart- 
ment which would -be responsible 
for Increasing fedEral-state cooper- 
ation, on almost enUnly neglected 
field of publlo administration.

CABE OF YOUR 

CHILDREN 

By ATJOELO PATIfl 

Children who are kept busy learn- 
ing only tlirougb booju are Ukely to 
end up by paying lip service to vir- 
tue Instead ot biee service to duty, 
which makes alt the difference on 
earth to the welfare of humanity. 
It Is only when the coiudence of a 
people Is clear, only when their un- 
derstondlns ol duly Is clear, only 
when their wllllngneia to labor for 
the good ol all Is assured, that 
people prosperi 

Our Bclioola are mainly book 
schools, the heritage of the days 
when thla was a country ol farm- 
ers, UvlnK ^ /arm houses, on the 
produce of the farm. Ihe children 
learned about lite at first hand, 
througb the work ol their bonds, 
under the compulsion ot duty. They 
went to school to Itam through 
books tho stored wisdom of the 
scholars, and to read and wrlta and 
count before aU else. 

We are no longer that kind ol 
people. A great number of us lire 
In cities, or towns, and work in 
rled flelda while the farm group pro- 
duces our food. The children of town 
and dty atudy books as of old, while 
the life that they must Uve swltls 
outside the schoolhouse door. V/t 
work in Bhopa, /octorles, laborator- 
ies, with tnoeblnes, but all that life 
Is cojtluily screened from the chil- 
dren's education. iTiey muit learn 
out of the books not by iirst hand 
work, not under the stress ot duly. 
Tint result has been plain for a gen- 
eifcWon, Young rata were sUU chil- 
dren, still tinder the governance ol 
teachers, mostly women, and are 
turned out ol school lUll children. 

To get a hint of Ufa's realities 
Into a achool curriculum, to get 
active lUe under way In a public 
school U Ilka pulUng the teeth of 
tho people In charge. They were 
reared on books, they live by books, 
and reports, and mimeographed dl' 
rectlvea Issued from offices by peo- 
ple who have never seen the teach' 
era, nor the children, nor the re- 
sults of their directives. Just lend 
In a neat pile ot typed mlmeograpli* 
to the office, and all ts well. 

Teachers ore helpless under thU 
progmm. They have to read the 
mimeographed reports, tU>p work to 
do It, and, after giving the children 
something to keep them busy lor ■ 
while, make another report, oi 
words, la response. Books, words, r*. 
r -porta an the essence of our school 
life today, eveti In the paper abort' 
age. 

Thli ts aetloua because children 
take their character sets from their 
experience and they leom that 
word passes tor » deed any timi 
school 'lUo. Why .not outdde? I 
duty goe* by the wall and virtue, 
untried, neglected la lightly by-pass- 
ed.
